tudents with blood-dripping 

gashes and bone-protruding 

wounds lay scattered across 
the floor of amessy Alta Loma 
Elementary School classroom 
recently. Their lesson for the day 
would not be found in any 
textbook. 


With desks toppled over, books spread 
across the floor and no lighting, the 
classroom appeared to have been struck by 
an earthquake — and that was the idea. 

Along with school, fire department, area 
hospital, ambulance and sheriff's 
department officials; the students took part 
in an earthquake disaster simulation drill 
organized by the school’s PTA. 

The injuries, though they may have 
appeared reai, were actually produced by 
make-up. 


Preparing for adversity is something Alta 
Loma School District has been devoted to 
for two years, the time it took to prepare the 
district-wide earthquake program unveiled 
last October. 

October was designated “Earthquake 
Prepardness Month” in the district and a 
guidebook outlining safety tips for students 
was developed. Students learned about the 
causes of temblors in classroom studies. 

But periodic school bus and playground 
safety drills prove the district is interested in 
preparing for “the big one” more than once 
a year. 

Parents have donated first aid items to 
each classroom on campus. Each room now 
has a disaster kit, sacks and one can of food 
per child. The most recent drill at the 
elementary school was the first time area 
emergency teams were directly involved in 
the drill. 

Hal Wardell, director of general services 


at San Antonio Community Hospital, took 
pictures at the exercise to show others at 
the hospital what to be prepared for. 

“Our input is non-existent,” he said. “I’m 
just here to observe. Once they come 
through the ER (emergency room) doors, 
then it’s our responsiblity.” 

After a “duck and cover’ drill in their 
classroom, students were led to the 
playground lawn while emergency vehicles 
rushed onto the campus. Teachers were 
ready with two hours worth of activities to 
keep the children orderly. 

Only one classroom was full of “injured” 
students. Rescuers operated as if the 
school’s gas and electrical lines had been 
cut off. 

Under the flagpole in front of the school, 
a parent information center was established. 

“We've told parents we’ll care for their 
children until they come pick them up,” 
Principal Joseph Laponis said. 





ome parents were unaware a 

drill was underway and had 

come to pick up their 
children. They ended up serving 
as guinea pigs for the simulation 
and followed rules as if an actual 
emergency was taking place. 


“Basically, our job is to not let anyone in 
or out of the school without knowing who it 
is and who is already in there,” said Jean 
Marcum, a school secretary who manned the 
center. ‘‘There would be too much panic if 
we let too many parents in at one time.” 

Donna Harden, a school aide also 
working the center, said after a parent fills 
out an information card, a student “runner” 
accompanies the parent into the school 
yard, finds the child being sought and then 
leads both off the campus. 

“We won’t let them out of the gate 
unless they have the card,”’ Harden said. 

“Our main job is to avoid panic,” she 
said. ‘If we let 100 parents in, it could cause 
serious problems.” 

“‘We’re here to keep parents from 
breaking down the school,” said Craig 
Knight, the student runner. 

Three ambulances parked on the paved 
playground. Just under the vehicle 
headlights was triage, the place where 
patients are sorted out and rushed to the 
hospital depending on the severity of their 
injuries. 

Parents, Red Cross volunteers and 
school aides tagged names and injury 
information onto the chests of students 
lying on the ground. Helen Rempel kneeled 
down and comforted Maria Campos, a sixth 
grader with head injuries. 

As an added twist, paramedics and 
volunteers were put to the test with 
Campos. She was tagged as a Spanish- 
speaker, which meant finding out about her 
injuries would be a job for someone who 
was bilingual. 

Paramedics helped 15 injured students 
out of the demolished classroom. One 
student was fatally injured. 

Near the end of the drill, Laponis walked 
over to Darrin Ford, the student killed in the 
quake, and said, ‘‘you can sit up and get 
yourself comfortable. You’re not dead 
anymore.” 

When asked what killed him, Ford, with 
the side of his face and neck looking as if it 


had been put through a meat grinder, replied 


“! got thrashed.” 
But today, it was only a drill.

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English taught through program

Students entering Foothill Knolls 
Elementary School in Upiand learn that 
speaking English isn’t required. Not at first, 
anyway. 

’ For the past decade, the Upland School 
District has been offering a bilingual program 


to help those students learn basic skills at the 


same time they are learning the English 
language. 

“At one time we were a model for other 
school districts to visit because we have a 


good, strong program,” said Monica Stephens, 


a resource teacher who works with the 
program. 

The program was originally funded under 
the federal Title 7 program and was part of a 


consortium with other districts in the area. The 


district now finances the program without 
special bilingual program funding. 


Guidelines are set by state and federal law, 


according to Estella Marquez, another 
resource teacher. ‘‘The law specifies what 
ratio (non-English-speaking) students are to 
good English-speaking models. They don’t 
want them (non-English speakers) segregated 
into one classroom.” 


If 10 students in a grade level do not speak 


English as their native language, the school 
must offer a bilingual program. When the 
number of non-English-speaking students is 
less than 10, the district has the option of 
offering individual lesson plans for the 
students. 


Non-English-speaking students at Foothill 


Knolis begin their education with extensive 
testing in their native language, which 
linguists term their “primary language.”’ 


The tests are used to place the students in 


classroom groupings based on their skill 
levels. English-speaking and non-Enalish- 





A student’s acquisition of a language — 
English, Spanish or another — determines 
success in school, noted Linda Sheehy, a 
Foothill Knolls kindergarten teacher who 
has worked with the Upland School District 
bilingual program for 10 years. 

A student who has weak language skills 
will struggle in school, whether he speaks 
English or not, she added. 

A student very fluent and proficient with

syntax and oral skills in his own language 
can make the transition to English quickly, 
sometimes as early as kindergarten, Sheehy 
said. 


For those students, learning a second 
language is not a difficult task because 
they have already mastered their first.

groups within the classroom. 

After a student gains basic skills in his 
primary language, the next step is learning 
reading, math and other curriculum in that 
language. He then can make the transition to 
English without having gaps in learning or 
falling behind at his grade level. 

Skills learned in a student’s primary 
language can be translated to English with 
new vocabulary and pronunciation skills. 

Stephens said students who have left the 
bilingual program and made the transition to 
instruction in English are competitive with 
English-speaking students in that grade level. 

Foothill Knolls has bilingual teachers at 
each grade level on staff but children are 
taught in Spanish until they are ready to make 
the transition to English instruction. 

“By the time students get through primary 
grades, they (usually) can exit the program. We 
try to get them out of the program in second 
grade or as early as kindergarten,” Stephens 
said. 


“Once the student moves into English, 
Spanish is only used for a support system,” 
said Estella Marquez, another Foothill Knolls 
resource teacher. The gradual transition is 
geared to help students make the switch to 
English with a minimum of problems. 

Most non-English-speaking parents are 
supportive and attend more school programs 
now than when the bilingual program started, 
said Linda Sheehy, a kindergarten teacher who 
was on the original bilingual team in 1974. “We 
have a good response at conference time,” 
she added. 

Participation in the bilingual program is not 
required, Sheehy said, and some parents have 
asked that their children be put immediately in 
an English-only class. 


Acquisition of language determines student’s success

few blocks from the center of this city of 150,000 
people. 

After settling in, and a swim in the nice pool, we 
decided to stroll downtown. Stepping out, we were 
met by the start of a huge parade.

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he West End YMCA 
Sunshine Company, which 
breaks through clouds of 
parental uncertainties over 
child care, will offer a program 
at Central School beginning 
April 23. 

The expanded Y Sunshine 
program will be in part of a 
triple-wide trailer on the north 
end of the Central campus. 






The Sunshine Company already has 
programs at Citrus School in Upland and at 
the West End YMCA in Ontario. 


The Central School District has been 
actively seeking an after-school program to 
serve its students. “The impetus came from 
a PTA presidents’ meeting with Dr. (Frank) 
Cosca. They (the presidents) see after- 
school care as a great need,” Sheri Nagel, 
director of personnel, said. 

Nagel said the district then began 
researching and exploring different child- 








care programs as well as considering 
opening one of its own. 

“The Y has a fantastic history and had a 
whole resource of Sunshine leaders,” she 
said. Other private child-care facilities also 
were considered. . 

“We were looking to start (the program) 
next year, but the PTA said let’s get it going 
now,” Nagel explained. 

The only cost to the district was the 
storage cabinet and telephone installation to 
one of the trailer classrooms. “We 
guaranteed (the Y) use of the facility through 
the summer. We may have to house (the 
after-school program) somewhere else next 
year,” she said. 

Anyone living in the Rancho Cucamonga 
may enroll their children in YMCA Sunshine 
Company. 

Nagel said district officials thought the 
cost of the Y program was reasonable at $30 
a week compared to the many private child 
care programs offered in the area. 

“The Y program was already running (in 
this area) and having success. We didn’t 
have to sell the community or train 
personnel. The Y has a good ongoing 
training program,” she said. 
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Andre Sauvageau, principal at Central 
School, said the Central School facility 
could house 20 to 30 students in the after- 
school program, from 1 to 6 p.m. A picnic 
table area and a fully equipped playground 
are in close proximity. 

The child care program is not offered 
before schoo! hours. ‘Parents may still have 
to leave their children with a neighbor in the 
morning but at least this is a start.” 

While the Y Sunshine Company may be a 
short-term answer for the district’s latchkey 
child concern the district hasn’t ruled out 
forming its own day care program in the 
future. “We (the district) are keeping our 
eyes open on bills in Sacramento 
addressing day care needs and how schools 
can meet those needs,” she said. 

According to Diane Solorzano, PTA 
president at Dona Merced School in Alta 
Loma, the Y Sunshine Company after-school 
program is an attempt to stay on top of the 
latchkey child situation found in growing 
communities. 

“With new homes and (more) two-income 
families, there are a large number of children 
on their own (after school hours),”’ Solorzano 
said. 

She said different schools have 
sponsored latchkey assemblies with safety 
rules to follow when children are at home, 
whether they are left on their own everyday 
or once in awhile. ‘“‘We had decided we felt 
the district should look into it (an after- 
school program) because there is a such a 
need,” she said. — 

Keeping children off the streets, 
“keeping kids from being latchkey kids,” is . 
one of the goals of the Y-Sunshine 
Company, according to Janis Line, after- 
school program director at the West End 
YMCA. 

“Parents know where their children are, 
that they (participating children) are picked 
up in a van (after school) and not walking to 
a babysitter,’ she said. ‘| wish more people 
were aware of our prgram so their child was 
not walking home (to be alone). It’s not that 
expensive for what we offer.” 

And what the YMCA offers is van service 
for the children at their schools, field trips to 
area attractions or businesses, crafts, 
afternoon snacks, games, sports and 
supervised freedom. 

“We try to give them (the children) as 
much freedom as we can... after being in a 
structured atmosphere and on aY bus fora 
few minutes, they need time to get out and 
run off that energy, we let them as long as 
it’s in a safe range,” she said. 

As soon as achild steps onto the van, he 
or she become the responsibility of the Y. 
According to Line, van drivers are Youth Bus 
certified. “All have to pass Class 2 
(requirements). Parents know we hire people 
to work at the YMCA who enjoy children, 
have worked with children before and have 
patience like crazy.” 

Children from first through sixth grades 
are eligible to be a part of the Sunshine 
Company. A ratio of 10 children per 
counselor is the average at each site; along y 
with the paid Y staff are volunteers who 
offer their services and time, Line said. 

Although the Y does not offer tutoring in 
its after-school program, counselors will 
help children with their homework. “Some 
parents want their children to study ... want 
their homework done before they go home 
and we will see they do it,” she said. 

Trips to the park, to see the workings of 
MacDonald’s or to explore shelves and 
activities in local libraries are a part of the 
weekly Sunshine Company schedule. A 
quiet time for reading, listening to records 
and studying is held during the last hour 
before parents pick up their children, giving 
the children an opportunity to wind down.

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Class fills the communication gap

problem Elizabeth Gutel is trying to bridge. 

The Alita Loma woman’s free sign language 
class may seem like a tiny step but to the 68 people 
who've signed up, the class is a perfect opportunity 
to make sure that others can hear them. 

“| had 68 people call (to reserve class space). | 
didn’t expect that big of a response ... We’re 
offering the class out of love for friends,” she said. 

People signing up for the class had a variety of 
reasons, Gutel said. ‘People with relatives that are 
deaf; people just interested in sign language; 
people expressing a desire to work with the deaf or 
jobs that might be enhanced. Some want to 
minister, there were a range of reasons.” 

Gutel had offered classes in her home since 
September and is involved in the Life Bible 
Fellowship ministry for the deaf. “‘We just decided 
it would be a waste to limit classes to church 
people so we wanted to offer it to anyone 
interested or who wanted to learn,” she said. 

The class began March 26 at the Rancho 
Cucamonga Library. According to Gutel, sign 
language is easy to learn because of its graphic 
nature. “Basically, it’s showing (the student) a sign 
and explaining each movement ... people can pick

Gutel said one reason for holding the sign 
language class is to reach out to the deaf 
community and learn of its needs. She described 
one of the problems the deaf have is access to 
police protection. “There is only one (police 
station) TTY (telephoning device for the deaf) in the 
area and that’s in Montclair ... | would imagine the 
telephone company would provide the police 
department with a TTY or something in case of an 
emergency.” 

“We want to let them know we care because 
they seem to alienate themselves and we seem to 
let them all because not enough people will take 
time to help them and communicate with them,” 
Gutel said. 

One of Gutel’s students, Jan McGee, said she 
wanied to learn sign language as a way to reach out 
and help others, as well as learning a skill to teach 
local Boy Scouts. 

McGee is involved with Boy Scout Pack 641 and

up each sign and relate it to something and it 
sticks in your mind,” she said. 

The class is divided, with sections for beginners 
and for the more advanced. The advanced student 
focuses on building a vocabulary. The class is 
geared for deaf or hearing- -impaired people.

The class will be held during a 12-week period. 
“We have been telling those on a waiting list that 
maybe, just maybe, we will be able to arrange (the 
beginning class) once more in September,” Gutel 
said. 

Beginners will start with finger spelling drills 
and will practice in small groups. Books are 
optional for the class and course work will be 
distributed in the class. 

Gutel doesn’t limit classes to potential 
student’s ages. ‘| have a 6-year-old who has taken 
to sign language. The little ones will go up to a deaf 
person and talk to them and think nothing of it.”

Cozart enjoys success 





in Florida prep ranks

Upland product Russ Cozart and winning 
just seem to go together. 

Cozart emerged a successful lightweight 
wrestler at Upland High School in the early 
1970’s, good enough to garner a second- 
place finish in CIF and a national title in 
Greco Roman-style competition. 

Accorded a full scholarship, the protege 
of Scot coach George Beresford went on to 
achieve additional prominence in the sport 
on the collegiate level at the University of 
Alabama. 

Later, Cozart became a winning coach as 
well when he returned to Upland and guided 
the Highlanders 3 
to consecutive 
San Antonio 
League dual! 
meet 
championships 
in 1976-77 and 
1977-78. 

And now, the 
30-year-old 
former Uplander 
is working on 
even greater 
coaching 
triumphs in his 
favorite sport at 
Brandon High School in Brandon, Fla., 15 
miles east of Tampa. 

In the season recently concluded, his 
fourth at the school, Cozart’s Brandon 
Eagles won their second Florida state title in 
the last three years and extended their dual 
match win streak to an eye-popping total of 
131 over 12 years. 

The streak, started by Jim Graves (now a 
Cozart assistant), is reputed to be the 
second-longest extant among prep teams 
nationally, topped only by the 159 at 
Bismarck, N.D., High School. 

Cozart watched with pride as his team 
captured the large-school division of the 
state tourney by 30 points. Brandon 
advanced an unprecedented five wrestlers to 
the championship finals, and two of them 
claimed titles.

“’’m 10 times the coach (now) | was at 
Upland,” says Cozart without sounding 
boastful. ‘I thought | was doing a good job 
at Upland, but now I’m a lot more well- 
rounded. I’m up to my ears in wrestling. 

“| didn’t deserve to be the head coach at 
the time,” he adds. ‘I should have paid my 
dues. | made a lot of mistakes. 

“After two years (at Upland), they 
couldn’t hire me as a teacher. | was upset 
because | couldn’t be on campus to check 
grades and recruit kids, arid it didn’t seem 
anybody cared. 

“It was very hard decision for me to 
leave, but for some reason, I knew it was the 
thing to do.” 

Cozart has been coaching in Florida for 
six years since leaving the West Valley. He 
was two years at Chamberlain High School 
in Florida before shifting to Brandon. 

In order to polish his coaching skills, 
Cozart has attended lowa camps in the 
summers. Last year, he broadened his 
horizons even further, taking a two-week 
course at the University of Moscow in the 
Soviet Union. 

Cozart says he retains a soft spot in his 
heart for Upland in general and Beresford in 
particular. “Wrestling was always a love for 
me, and George made it that way,” says 
Russ. 

But the Southern California native says it 
would take a lot for him to give up his 
situation at Brandon. 

“| left California because | was upset 
with areas of education, and | didn’t think 
there was much future there for me,” Cozart 
says. “There was no commitment from the 
administration to build a good sports 
program. Here, the county makes sure 
everybody has a fair program. The 
administration really backs you, and the 
principal never misses a match.” 

Another reason for Cozart to stay, of 
course, is the fact that Brandon remains 
highly successful in wrestling and other
